A T a public meeting held in Ht, An. 
£M. drew' a Srota Church. Sydney, on the 
I2rh instant, with a view to the formation of a 
Church Ettention and Miaaion Society, under 
the Svrunl of Australia, in connexion with the 
Ettabliahed Church of Scotland, the following 
resolutions were mured, seconded, and uuini- 
ntoufllv it greed to : — - 

" I." That the neectmly of aupnlring addi. 
tioml mentu of grace, by the dlapejiaatkin of 
divine ordinance* indiatant and dettitule loea- 
Uties in thia colony, to Preahyteritnt connected 
with the Church of Scotland, and allien will- 
ing to embrace the advantages of a aelilid 
nalmatry, having been gMtrnJly acknowledged ; 
and thia meeting lymptthiiing with such per- 
tons t it of oprnivn, that itwUl be attended 
with great irablie and private bam cat to form, 
under the Synod of Auatralit. a tociety having 
tor itt objecta, by the nnion of Iho Preab) - 
terian interest, the ettabliabment of Churchet 
and atmporury placet of worship in the in te- 
nor, mid the apjiof ntmcnt of fixed and Itinera, 
ting ministers, whereby, under the bleating of 
the Mint High, and tha outpouring of hit grace 
in the heart a of the people, many person! may 
bo preterved in the faith of their fathers— 
uttiuy turned From nvU eourtea, -and many 
trained to hibita of virtue and religion.
